
DECADES: Mansfield through the Years 

Snapshots of Mansfield through the years taken from “The Carontowan, 

“Life at Mansfield.” 


1860 

Those students who came “from a distance” had their rooms 
furnished, but those from “within a few miles” were required to 
bring their own furnishings, except bedstead, table, chairs, 
washstand and stove. Convocations were opened and closed with 
the singing of religious hymns. 

1870 

Rule #8 of the MSNS catalog of 1870: Each student of Music on 
the Piano or Melodeon will have regular hours assigned for 
practice, during which time no spectator must be present to 
interrupt the exercise or divert the attention. 

1880 

A three-year course was necessary to obtain a diploma in the 
Department of Instrumental Music at this school. No diploma 
would be granted unless the pupil was able to execute with taste 
and expression at least two pieces of the works by some standard 
author, as taught during the course. A Certificate of Proficiency 
was given after a satisfactory examination on certain special 
studies: piano, organ, singing, or Theory of Music. The first music 
scholarship was founded with the institution of the new three-year 
diploma in music. 

1890 

The Ladies Building was remodeled and renamed North Hall. In 
addition to an elegant dining room large enough to serve 500

students, there was space for a kitchen, bakery, reception room, 
dormitories for the ladies, an infirmary and suites of rooms for the 
Art Department and the Normal School of Music. 

1900 

Teacher education was the dominant program, helped by a 
statewide effort to increase the number of teachers and to upgrade 
the quality of teacher education in Pennsylvania. 

1910 

The music program was upgraded with the installation of a new 
three-manual Austin pipe organ in Alumni Hall. Professor 
Shepherd, the school’s organ instructor, played “Praise God From 
Whom All Blessings Flow” to open the dedication concert. The 
music so stirred the standing room only audience that they burst 
into a chorus that is remembered as one of the most exhilarating 
experiences in the history of Mansfield. 

1920 

The Commonwealth purchased the school from the stockholders 
and Mansfield, along with West Chester and Indiana, was 
designated an official training center for Public School Music 
Supervisors. Mansfield soon became the first state teachers 
college to grant a degree in music education. Dr. Will George 
Butler directed the opera “The Fire Prince,” regarded as the first

opera ever presented at the school. The Girl’s Glee Club was 
organized under Miss Attwater’s direction and their first public 
performance was a source of much favorable comment. 

1930 

Straughn Hall was dedicated in the fall and the North Hall “Well” 
was closed over for safety purposes. Students would no longer be 
able to stand in the heart of North Hall and look upward, often 
hearing the sounds of music at the very top of the building. Dr. 
Butler and his Symphony Orchestra performed Beethoven’s “Fifth 
Symphony” on the Vespers Sunday evening program. 

1940 

Mr. Bertram Francis was named acting director of music 
education and instructor of band instruments. Soon called to serve 
in WW II, Mr. Francis would resume his duties following the war. 
The MSTC Symphony Orchestra under the direction of Mr. 
Bernard Mandelkorn appeared at the Keeney Theatre in Elmira. 
The proceeds of the concert were used to buy medical supplies for 
the British and to help send an ambulance corps to England. 

1950 

The college began to move rapidly toward becoming a multi¬ 
purpose institution. “A Ceremony of Carols” by the noted British 
composer Benjamin Britten was performed in its entirety under 
the direction of Miss Roberta Schlosser at the Christmas Vespers 
program. Sigmund Michota conducted the 60-piece College 
Symphony Orchestra featuring Patrick O’Hearn as violin soloist 
in the Mozart “Concerto in D.” 

1960 

Guest conductor Margaret Hillis directed the MSC Chorus and 
Wind Ensemble. She commented that the student musicians were 
excellent and praised them for their “free, clean, never-forced” 
delivery. Opera Workshop presented “Guys and Dolls” and the 
Festival Chorus and Orchestra performed Handel's “Messiah” 
under the direction of Dr. Eugene Jones. Featured soloists 
included Nancy Koch (soprano), Eveline Morgan (contralto), 

Jerry Kiely and Kirk Dumka (tenors) and Bernard Hahnke (bass). 
Mary MacKenzie of the Metropolitan Opera performed on the 
first of the Mansfield Feature Series concerts. John Little was 
working on his DMA at the Eastman School of Music. Now 
known as MSC, the enrollment stood at 988. All academic 


programs underwent a transformation and by the end of the 
decade there would be almost 3000 students, about 10 percent of 
whom were enrolled in the Music Department. 

1970 

A new Moller concert organ in Steadman Theatre, designed by 
Dr. Kent Hill, was dedicated on October 12, 1970. Dr. Hill 
demonstrated the capabilities of this mighty instrument in a 
concert featuring music from the early Spanish organ school, 
J.S.Bach, Jean Langlais, Jules Reubke and a new work titled 
“Reflections” by MSC professor of theory Benjamin Husted. The 
combined Festival Chorus under the direction of Kathryn Dyck, 
the Concert Choir under the direction of David Dick and the 
College-Community Orchestra under Dr. Edwin Zdzinski 
performed William Walton’s “Belshazzar’s Feast” and the 
“Coronation Mass” by Mozart. MSC professor of voice Jack 
Wilcox sang the solo part in the Walton while students Carla 
Cole, Robert Stock, Janice Baker and Norman Campbell were the 
soloists in the Mozart. Metropolitan Opera star Evelyn Lear 
performed a recital on the first MSC Feature Series event. Dr. 
Helen Henry, professor of horn and music education, exhibited 
her collection of ethnomusicology books and records as well as 
the many folk instruments she had collected on her recent world 
tour. 

1980 

Carol Pratt became the first woman ever to be inducted into an 
MSC fraternity when Kappa Kappa Psi made her an honorary 
member. Carol served the Music Department very well as its 
secretary and the award was a show of appreciation by the 
fraternity for Carol’s interest in the department and especially for 
the music students — “her kids.” There were about 2400 students 
at Mansfield in 1980. 

1990 

Guest conductor and Pulitzer Prize winning composer Dr. Karel 
Husa directed the Mansfield University Concert Wind Ensemble 
in a performance of his “Music for Prague” following his return 
from newly freed Czchechoslovakia. World famous composer, 
author and lecturer Dr. Samuel Adler was artist in residence for a 
three day festival of his music. The Mansfield Brass Quintet 
traveled to Lviv, Ukraine as guests of the Lviv Philharmonic. 
Mansfield reciprocated by bringing the Lviv woodwind quintet 
here in October. When asked what he thought of America, the 
quintet’s Manager and President of the Lviv State Philharmonic 
Society, Mr. Teddy Eder enthusiastically answered, “Yes!” 


NASM 

The Music Department completed an extensive internal study and underwent a three day inspection by representatives of the National 
Association of Schools of Music. The NASM Commission on Accreditation voted to approve our application and to continue the 
institution as a member of NASM through the next scheduled review in the 2009-2010 academic year. Mansfield University became 
a member of the National Association of Schools of Music in 1965 and received re-accreditation in 1970, 1980, 1990 and most 
recently at the June 2000 meeting. 





Dr. Adam Brennan was awarded his 
DMA at the University of Oklahoma last 
May and he has been elected to join the 
tenured faculty of MU. His dissertation, 
“An Investigation of the Relationship 
Between Wind and Percussion Scoring in 
Selected 20th Century Wind Ensemble 
Literature: Interpretive Options for the 
Conductor,” has already been cited as a 
valuable addition to the conducting and 
percussion literature. Adam has served as 
Director of Bands at MU since 1995 
where he has also been Professor of 
Conducting and Percussion. He is 
frequently engaged as a guest conductor 
throughout PA and beyond. We extend our 
heartiest congratulations to Dr Brennan, 
his wife Katie and their three children. 

Dr. Nancy Boston performed “Gaspard 
de La Nuif ’ by Ravel at the Lrench Piano 
Institute in Paris. She participated in 
master classes by famous interpreters of 
the piano literature. Nancy also went to 
the opera, ballet and on a tour to Laon, an 
ancient town with a renowned cathedral, 
then on to the famous Mont Saint-Michel. 
She was recently promoted to full 
professor. In addition to the talent and 
energy she bestows upon her students, 
Nancy has brought widespread attention 
to MU through her many off-campus 
performances. She is also a noted scholar 
and lecturer on the music of women 
composers. 

Dr. Shellie Gregorich, professor of music 
theory and piano, attended a weeklong 
conference entitled “Sparking Aural 
Imagination” at the University of 
Oklahoma. The conference was sponsored 
by the Gail Boyd de Stwolinski Center for 
Music Theory Pegagogy. It focused on 
the application of new research in aural 
skills within the traditional college theory 
curriculum. Shellie is beginning her third 
year at MU. 

Dr. Peggy Dettwiler was awarded a 
sabbatical for the summers of 1999 and 
2000. She began her studies with lessons 
from Dale Moore, retired Eastman 
Professor of Voice and former President of 


the National Association of Teachers of 
Singing. Peggy made her third trip to the 
Oregon Bach Lestival where she studied 
under Helmut Rilling of Germany. This 
year’s festival celebrated the 250th 
anniversary of the birth of J.S.Bach with 
performances of the St. Matthew Passion, 
Mass in B Minor and the St. John Passion. 
She then travelled to Linz, Austria for the 
first annual Choir Olympics where more 
than 350 choirs from some 60 countries 
competed in 28 different categories 
ranging from Gregorian Chant to 
Contemporary and Lolk music. Having 
heard so many choirs, Peggy was amazed 
at the influence of American popular 
music in their programs. She also 
participated there in a symposium of 
conductors on the choral music of 
Rachmaninoff, Bruckner and Brahms. 
These choral conductors concluded the 
symposium by drafting a resolution 
calling upon all the choirs of the world to 
program music for peace and 
understanding as one of the most 
important human as well as artistic 
missions of the new millenium. Peggy 
completed her summer sabbatical by 
serving as chair of the American Choral 
Directors of PA 6th Annual Summer 
Conference. About 250 choral conductors 
attended the four-day event. She is glad 
for these many opportunities to grow, and 
we look forward to the fresh ideas and 
inspiration she brings to our choral 
program. 

Steve McEuen’s 1999-2000 sabbatical 
did not turn out as he had expected. He 
began his research and study of the alto 
trombone last fall at Eastman until a bout 
of severe tendinitis in his left elbow 
curtailed his playing and he was not even 
able to hold a trombone for several weeks. 
But this was soon overshadowed by back 
pain and Steve underwent surgery in 
March to repair a herniated disk. He was 
not supposed to even pick up the tenor 
trombone but he found that he could 
practice the lighter alto to the point where 
he was able to perform in MU’s 
presentation of the Mozart “Requiem” in 
April. The positive side to all of this is 


that he had more time to spend with his 
infant son Davey who was born on July 
24, 1999. He loved his job as stay-at- 
home dad and he feels extremely fortunate 
for the opportunity of watching Davey’s 
daily progress. 

Dr. Kenneth Sarch was awarded tenure 
and has been promoted to full professor. 
Ken has served as Director of Orchestral 
Activities at MU since 1995 where he is 
also professor of violin and viola. An 
active guest conductor, he has been invited 
to conduct the P.M.E.A. District 4 & 6 
Orchestra Lestival next January at Tussey 
Mountain HS in Saxton, PA, his third such 
invitation. He was again in residence at 
the LAME International Music Lestival 
near Princeton, NJ where he performed 
chamber music on the Laculty Series, 
conducted the string orchestra and 
presented daily master classes for violin 
and viola. His new work for string 
orchestra, an Arabic dance titled “Ahlan 
Sabaya Alfarah,” was recently released by 
KJOS Music Publishers. We have enjoyed 
his many contributions to our department 
and we offer Ken our warmest 
congratulations. 

Dr. Jean-Anne Teal has been awarded a 
one semester sabbatical for next spring 
during which she will study the Bel Canto 
technique of singing with world renowned 
pedagogue Cornelius Reid. 


Music Camps 

As usual Mansfield University held 
successful music camps in July. 
Between the Youth Music Camp and the 
High School Music Camp we hosted 
200 students. The camps were directed 
by Katie Brennan, Charlie Jacobson 
(youth), and Adam Brennan (high 
school) and included 15 music majors 
as counselors. The high school camp 
added a feature on chamber music this 
year, and the youth camp presented the 
musical How to Eat Like a Child.
